California. 
The products of bolh these 


counlies are much less diversified than are 
Lancaster's. The farms of St. Lawrence 
county, New York, are worth only about 
half as much as those of Lancaster and her 
farm products get their greatest value from 
dairy products. The product of wheat in 
St. Lawrence county is about one-tenlh that 
of Lancaster. 
The chief product of Colusa 


county on Ihe other hand, is wheat, her 
product being twice that of Lancaster's 
although her farm land is worth only a 
fourth of that of the Pennsylvania county.

Pennsylvania counties is due to the-Quakers 
and Germans, Quakers in Chester county,

Exterminating Carp. 


A dispatch from Burlington says: Tie re- 


markable multiplicity of German carp wilh- 
in Ihe pasl few years has proven a detriment 
to all other food fish with which the Dela- 
ware river at this place was once well sup- 
plied. 


The carp havo been feeding on the small 


fishes until now fishing with the rod ond line 
is a pain rather than a pleasure. 


With a view of exterminating the destruc- 


tive carp Fish Commissioner Wm. G. Wise 
has granted special permits to several of the 
local fishermen lo capture Ihcm in nets. 


The first haul was made on Wednesday of 


last week by William, John and Henry Van- 
sciver, Euel Borden, George Sisom and 
George Laumaster, who brought in 400 
pounds. Another haul was made Friday, 
and 1400 pounds of carp was tho gratifying 
result. 


The nets are run al high tide along the 


flats where tho carp are feeding on the 
spawn of other fish, deposited among the 
candocks. When the tide recedes the fish 
run back to deeper water and arc caught in 
the net. 


—A new Ohio idea is for a number of 


farmers to form a colony and purchase a 
large slice of agricultural and fruit land 
iu one of the Southern States.

and a constant stream of persons flows to 
it nnd Into tho comforting presence of tho 
root'ir in charge. Tho bishop's offloo hours 
fire from 8 to 10 o'clock, both in the morn- 
Ing md tho evening. Ho will spend the 
inti ivals in traveling about tho neighbor- 
hood and In assisting In tho dall} moot- 
ings for service. 


Ills living apartments comprise throe 


rooms, K7iiall and plain—a sitting room, n 
liodi Kan and a bathroom.

The faro is substantial, but 
plain to a degree which must have sur- 
prised tho bishop on first introduction. 


It is a tedious walk and a hot, disagree- 


able ride from Broadway or tho Bowery to 
tho mission. Tho bishop will doubtless 
lime few visitors who do not live near his 
scat of labor. It is as well. Ho has no 
tlmo and no inclination to entertain. Tho 
demands of unfortunate humanity ore 
dlflirult to moot. His two secretaries arc 
in Kuropo for tho summer, and Sexton C. 
L. Richardson will bo his only constant 
companion. They will bo tho only occu- 
pants of tho mission building at night 
within call of each other in case of need. 
From tho single window in tho bishop's 
bodioom he will bo able to look directly 
into the tenements on all sides where flro 
escnpcs and roof do summer bod duty. 


Tho bishop was surrounded by a squad 


of < battering youngsters when I saw him in 
his room in tho mission. "Wo aro making 
this oast side work tho mission of tho oa^ 
tin ilral which is to crown the heights of 
Mornlngsldo park," ho said. "\Vo must 
not think of the cathedral as a magHlflcent 
building in which tho church liturgy Is to 
bo rendered with all tho accessories of a 
dignified ceremonial. It Is rather tho 
hoaiv of tho missionary endeavor, which 
ministers to high and low and rich and 
poor alike—an endeavor which finds its in- 
epi'.vtlon and powerof continuance in wor- 
ship. We intend to make it a place for tho 
masses, like J?t. Paul's of London. 


' We shall soon have moro mission houses 


like this among tho Russian and Polish 
Hi brows and Germans of tho east side and 
expect to ha\e many workers in this field 
alutio. The missionary work outside tho 
pai Ishos wo hope to bring into one system, 
to bo controlled by the cathedral."

is president of tha Sunday school in the 
l*c\ Mr. Bateman's absence. Ho will also 
hn o oversight of tho kitchen garden, tho 
II< Iplng Hand society, tho mothers' meet- 
ing tho pastor's class, tho boys' club, tho 
sov Ing school, tho kindergarten, tho frosh 
air work, tho gymnasium, tho men's club, 
the relief department, tho Girls' Friendly 
soi icty t.nd tho Brotherhood of St. An- 
drew.

A vast amount of capital has been at- 


tempted out of Governor Hastings' veto 
of the bill passed by the last legislature 
providing that honorably discharged sol- 
diers and sailors of the late war should 
have the preference in state employment. 
Tho Quayitea have used this veto as a club 
to hold over the heads of the Grand Army 
men throughout tho state, but it has not 
proved the weapon they exported 
The 


veterans recollect that this same bill was 
passed during Governor Beaver's term 
and that it was promptly vetoed on the 
ground of unconstitutionally. No hue 
and cry was then raised. The old soldiers 
acquiesced in tho veto, and not a few them 
felt then, as now, that the bill instead of 
being a boon to tho veteran actually af- 
fixed the stigma of mendicancy upon him.

In February 
the Grand Army of the Republic of this 
state held its annual convention at Wlil- 
iamsport, at which there were representa- 
tives of nearly 60,000 old soldiers in organ- 
ization, and notwithstanding that the 
legislature was then in session and that 
the many members of the legislature at- 
tended the Grand Army convention, not 
a word was said concerning this bill, not 
• resolution was offered favoring it. 


"Let any one make a tour of state arid 


city departments, count the little bronze 
buttons and other insignia of soldier ser- 
vice, and h« will not say that the old sol- 
dier has been neglected by the Republi- 
can party or by Governor Hastings. Count 
the soldiers on the "Hill" at Harrisburg 
and than say If Daniel H. Hastings bears 
111 will or malice to the veterans. Make a 
round of City Hall and the bureaus and 
departments of our city government, and 
then tell just what Republican leaders 
have done for the old soldier—there will 
be found not companies, but regiments of 
old soldlera and ships crews of blue 
jackets.

Tall guunt 
wpiitlior ut-aton. hair long and almost 
white, gray, bushy eyebrows und a thin 
iron gray goalee, bo looked old, but rug- 
ged.

THE FUTURE OF WAR. 


Modern Deadly Cuiin Will Noceositate a 


Change In the Tactics. 


Tho modern guns will make groat 


changes in the art of war, and the plans 
employed In former campaigns by the 
great commanders will recoivo many modi- 
fications. Defensive battles will be at a 
premium, and defensive warfare will be 
simplified. Armies will maneuver for po- 
sition, and tho generals commanding them 
will gain fame by movements skillfully 
conducted to concentrate their scattered 
battalions at the proper time, with the 
purpose of forcing an antagonist to give 
rather than to accept battle. If a cam- 
paign with a designated objective point is 
planned and the strategy is offensive on 
tho part of one of the commanders, if pos- 
sible his tactics will bo defensive. Hostile 
armies will keep at greater distances and 
in open country out of sight of each other, 
unless they can take up a lino at night 
and intrench, and direct flank movements 
will not be attempted whore troops are vis- 
ible before the assault. Field balloons will 
locate tho position and photography mark 
the formation of contending forces, while 
telephones and electricity will play^promi- 
nent parts in tho war drama. Night march- 
ing and night attacks will bo more fre- 
quent, and columns of troops organized to 
charge stationary positions will bo moved 
under darkness to close points so that tho 
charge at dawn will occupy the shortest 
timo possible. 


Raging battles will be fought by In- 


fantry and artillery, and one of tho prob- 
lems will bo the protection of tho horses 
that draw the "guns. Temporary field 
works cannot shelter them, and unless 
hills afford protection they will .perish in 
the leaden hail. Cavalry will not be em- 
ployed on the main field of a battle, but 
on the flanks of armies, against cavalry. 
Cavalry chieftains will no longer assail in- 
fantry or artillery, and no more charges 
will bo recorded like those of Ponsouby at 
Waterloo or Murat at Jena. This arm will 
still be effective in reoounolssancos, picket- 
ing, guarding trains and as escorts, but 
except in small bodies its use for advance 
and rear guards will be diminished. The 
target presented is too lurgo to bo risked 
before field guns firing with gre&t rapidity, 
oven If several miles distant, as well as bo- 
fore infantry rifles incessantly flashing a 
mile away. 


MunouvoriuK a cavalry corps with, say, 


10,000 horses on a future battlefield would 
bo a high type of cruelty to animals, but 
tho regiments, brigades and divisions 
composing it can still render good service. 
Thoy can be moved with celerity long dis- 
tances, and the troopers, oxcopt the horse 
holders, can be dismounted and used as in- 
fantry, their modern carbines being nearly 
as effective as tho magazine rifle of tho in^ 
fantryman, but It will bo most difficult 
to protect the horses while locating thorn 
in such a position as to roach tlioir riders 
or be reached by them quickly, when 
necessary. 


Perhaps the most interesting problem to 


bo solved by those who organize armies in 
the future is tho disposition and arrange- 
ment of the immense ammunition trains. 
TJla Broody JJUUB uiusb be fed, and great 
will ba thcii: rapacity. Noxt to tho com- 
manding general and his principal assist- 
ants will rank In importance the flold 
chief of ordnance, who has the location of 
supply depots and the management of tho 
transportation of large and small cartridges 
fo the combatants. The continual re- 
plenishing of caisson and limber boxes, 
tho smaller charges for infantry during 
actual conflict and the safety and efficien- 
cy of vast trains where electric or steam 
roads cannot be constructed will require a 
brave, enterprising, cool, vigilant officer 
of conspicuous ability and executive ca- 
pacity. 


The medical departments, too, must bo 


reorganized and enlarged to convey the 
disabled to field hospitals, for Bold ambu- 
lances cannot be placed close to battle 
lines, and the numbers of the wounded 
Will bo greatly increased. 


The groat captains of future wars will 


be those who fully comprehend the de- 
structive power of Improved cannon and 
small arms, and whose calm and fertile 
intellect will grasp the importance of so 
maneuvering as to force the antagonist to 
give offensive battle, and who will never 
bo without a "clear conception of tho ob- 
ject to be achieved and the best way of 
achieving it," They will parry and fence 
like great swordsmen, but they will thrust 
only when the enemy rushes upon them. 
—General Fltzhugh Lee in Century. . 


"KlnEing" Trees. 


Architects will remember that the old 


books on buildings advise that tho trees in- 
tended to bo out for timber should have a 
ring of bark cut out around tho trunk 
in tho latter part of tho winter preceding 
the autumn season In which they arc to be 
felled. This advice seems to have been 
founded on experience, but so far as we 
know ib is never followed in modern times. 
Very recently, however, M. Mer of the 
great fprpsf school of Nancy, in answering 
an Incuiiry as t,q the best means for pre- 
serving wooden telegraph polos from the 
ravages of insects, explaisu the effect of 
"ringing" growing troot in a vory inter- 
esting manner. 


According to M. Mer, a tree intended to 


be" used for a telegraph pole should bo cut 
in the autumn, .q.nd during the preceding 
winter should have a ring cut out of the 
bark, down to the wood, near the upper 
part .of tho trunk. 
If this is done the as- 


cent of tlie sap in the spring is prevented, 
as it is well known that the sap circulates 
just under the bark. 
Tht) tree neverthe- 


less grows, consuming as nutriment the 
starch grains laid up jn the sapwopd. 
When the season's growth is over, the 
starch in the sapwood is gone; but, as 
fresh sap has not been allowed to circulate, 
no new starch has been deposited in its 
place to supply the next season's growth, 
and w.oon the tree is foiled its tissues con- 
tain no starch, and consequently no food 
for the insects, which feed upon wood', and 
which, according to M. Mor, only eat tho 
wood for tho starch which they find in it. 
To inject wood with sulphato of copper, 
as is often done, M. Mor says helps to 
complete its protection, but only on con- 
dition that the starch is first removed as 
ho suggests.—American. 


Mj»lformecl Teeth. 


JMalformod tooth may, in our day, ho 


pasily rectified and crooked teeth straight- 
ened. Delicate teeth, by groat .oare and 
propel' diut, may be made strong, and, ac- 
cording to mauy physiognomists, the char- 
acter of children is o'hangec} with the trans- 
formation from deformity to regularity 
and beauty. Thus the child afflicted with 
protruding and crooked teeth, conscious of 
its deformity, may become sullen and nio- 
yose; it knows it is not so welcome as the 
Jittle one with pretty teeth. A skillful den- 
tist 'offojjting such a metamorphosis not 
only accomplishes a wonderful dental im- 
provement, but aids in forming a happy 
character out Of one fated to be unhappy 
without his assistance. — Kansas City 
Times.

FIGHTING CHICKENS 


COCKING WAS A FAVORITE SPOf>T 


OF OUR ANCESTOi 


A Diversion Which In Its Early Day* HMi 


Not All the Cruelties That Now. A«. 
company It — How the 
Cbolu Wu-» 


Trained In the Seventeenth Century. 


In the middle of tha eighteenth century 


Bourne called out against cook fighting «e 
"a heathenish me 'o of diversion, wli 
ought certainly to -L- confined to barbarous 
nations." By that time it had grown tolie 
a hideous performance, such as we still see 
it practiced In the "sporting pictures" o! 
100 years ago, where the birds, provided 
with long steel ejiurs, stab one another to 
death in a pit, surrounded by a ring of 
leering old gentlemen in booAi and breech- 
es. But, difficult as it may bo to realize 
tho fact, in earlier times this was a pas- 
time which shocked nobody and really 
was much less horrible than tho Gregorian 
tradition presupposes. 


Excellent old Gervase Markhara, -writ- 


ing in tho reign of James I, says, '' Thoro 
is no pleasure more noble, delightsome or 
void of cozenage and deceit than this 
pleasure of cooking is," and it was culti- 
vated, with a perfectly clear conscience, by 
tba first gentlemen of England. So im- 
portant a place did cock fighting take 
among the amusements of tho jige that 
certain birds wore as famous by name as 
any race horse is today, and Ladas himself 
is not a more universal celebrity -than 
were, about 1610; the two celebrated cocks 
Noble and Grissell, whose names are hand- 
ed down to us as those, of "the two fa- 
mousest cocks that ever fought. "But per- 
haps a still wider reputation was enjoyed 
by a certain hen, whose name was Jinks, 
who became the mother of so many bril- 
liant lighters that she was regarded at last 
with a sort of superstitious awe. 


Extreme care was .taken from the mo- 


ment that the egg was laid ,to insure tho 
health of what might turn out to bo a 
valuable fighter. At a month old tho 
young birds were censed every morning 
with burning rosemary or pennyroyal 
and then taken for a constitutional on a 
grass plot. 
Directly the comb appeared it 


was out away and tho scar constantly 
rubbed with butter. If the chicken orowocl 
too soon he was oust out, for a good fight- 
er never raised his voice till Into in life. 
Wheu a promising bird had been selected, 
no pains were spared with him; he was 
given strange and elaborate foods—cheese- 
parings, -chopped leuks, toast sopped in 
wine. In short, no racer of our day is 
nourished and guarded more dulicately by 
his fortunate owner. 


Tho professional cockmasturs prosorvud 


a great mystery about the dieting ami 
lodging of a conk during tha days which 
preceded a bnttlo. .Gorvuse Marhlialli calls 
this "a secret never yet divulged, but kept 
close In the breasts of some few." Every- 
thing was believed to depend ou these mat- 
ters, and the tricks of tho trade were jeal- 
ously guarded. Wo doubt different ei.ok- 
mastors had clIC\3rejUtu.iLLUuxaju.M—ItIU«-t*"^t-- 
lug"exercise, However, was less secret. Tl<e 
bird was taken out of hie pen after his 
morning meal and a pair of " hots," soft 
padded rolls of leather, were carefully fas- 
tened over the spurs. Another cock simi- 
larly protected was brought out, and the 
two birds, being set on a lawn of fine 
turf, were encouraged to fight and buffet 
one another until tho prize cock showed 
signs of weariness. He was then taken up, 
deprived of his "hots" and buried in a 
basket of sweet straw, packed around him 
lu such a way that he could scarcely stir, 
"and so shall he stew and sweat until the 
evening,'' This basket was called tho 
"stove," and before the cook was put into 
It ho was made to swallow a lump of 
chopped rosemary and pounded barley sug- 
ar mixed in butter. 


Some amateurs liked to put their fight- 


ing cocks into a cock bug, but this was 
not held to be so efficacious as a "stove," 
because the air could not pass so freely 
through it. All the next clay the cock rest- 
ed, and --on the following morning the 
cookmaster took him into a green iuelo- 
suro. Then, putting him down on the turf, 
and holding some ordinary dunghill 
cock in his arms, the master showed it to 
him, ran from him, enticed him to follow, 
and occasionally allowed him to -get a 
stroke at the dunghill bird. When thor- 
pughly heated with this pastime the fight- 
er was once more stuffed with jiutter of 
rosemary and then stoved in the basket of 
gtraw till tho evening. This kind of train- 
ing went on for six weeks, which was con- 
sidered the proper tjme for training a cock, 
the last three days being spent in absolute 
rest and fasting, so that it was a fresh and 
hungry bird that was brought out at 
length into the pit, Now came the exer- 
cise of the real art of cook fighting—tho 
proper relation of the fighters. 


None of 
the incidental refinements 


which made eighteenth century cockfight- 
Ing so cruel had occurred to the simplicity 
of the seventeenth. No additions were 
mode to tho armor of tho birds—no metal 
spura or needles fixed to their vigorous 
legs. All that was done was to clear decks 
j?pr fighting—to out off tho long feathers of 
neok and tail, to clip the wings, to smooth 
and sharpen the beak and heels with a 
knife. It was important to leave no feath- 
ers on the crown of the head for the foe tx} 
take hold of, .and then, attur a final cere- 
mony, when the cockmaster had licked 
the head and eyes of the champion all over 
sylth h}s. tongue, the bird was turned into 
ihe pit tp try his fortune. After the battle 
was" 
over ',each "combatant; was tenderly 


taken up and his wpunds were scoured, 
jle was then put into his basket £6 recoy.- 
er, so wrapped in flannel and pressed down 
with straw that he could scarcely breathe, 
-and 
thus left motionless for tho night.-^ 


Realm. 
Xhe Great Undertaking of a Newly Vorm- 


c4 Association. 


The association which 1ms been formed 


for the speotfln purpose of improving the 
American speech has entered a now and 
most important field. At a meetings! 
the society recently held in New York its 
objects were explained as including both, 
the cultivation of the,manner of utterance 
and tho enrichment of tho vocabulary <it 
the people. They are to make "elocution, 
or expression in its broadest sense, one of 
the principal parts of education and to im- 
prove oral expression." 


The American utterance, wo regret to 


say, is usually bad. The speech of both 
men and women, even where their ae.sc- 
.cmtions are actually or relatively refined, 
}s apt to be harsh, nasal, fiat and discord- 
ant! It seems ungracious to say it, but 
(>h'e'fimf>h compels us to confess that gen , 
erolly the feminine yoices are tho worst.

This oyi} has boon attributed to our oil- 


mate, but it is 'due rather to the surpris- 
ing neglect of parents to pay any attention 
to the education of their children in a 
proper, graceful and correct speech. They 
allow them to grow up in ignorance of tho 
ajrt of managing their voices, though it 
jiould be taught to them with a for less 
.expenditure of patiance antj money than 
IB required for the Instruction of a girl in 
piano playing. The' art; of elocution, too, 
has now been made more scientific. 3-he 
principles on which correct speech depends 
SEP well settled. Yet parents will listen 
without protest while the children speak 
In utter defiance of rule. / 


This American Society For the Improve 


rnent of Speech has therefore an opportti- 
pity tp earn the gratitude of the public by 
ceiling the attention of .parents and of 
teachers to this deficiency In American ed- 
ucation. Its further aim pf seeking to 
pultivatB the use of better language alsp 
entitles it to encouragement. 
The vocab> 


nlary of a great part of the people who 
Imagine themselves to be well educated, 
college graduates, for instance, is poor aufl 
cheap. This country has advanced rapidly 
In scientific acquirement, particularly dur- 
ing the last generation, but the elegancies 
and refinements which this society is or- 
ganized to promote ore yet so far lacking 
that it has a wide field for its special cul- 
tivation.—New York Sun.

One of the most remarkable bills of the 


session which became law was one which 
made it unlawful for imbeciles or Insane 
or feeble minded persons or these who are 
deaf or blind to assume or maintain mari- 
tal relations. After exempting the blind, 
deal and dumb from the operation of tho 
law the bill was passed and became chap- 
ter 825 of the public acts. 


In looking it over later it was discovered 


that it would apply to persons already 
married provided they became afflicted 
with any of the troubles enumerated in 
the bill. On the last day of the session a 
supplementary bill was passed to remedy 
this blunder, so that the law will not ap- 
ply to persons already legally married.—• 
Hartford Times. 


A Battle Scarred Cnbln. 


An interesting exhibit to be sent to tho 


Atlanta exposition by the women of Cobb 
county, Ga., is_ the celebrated "battle 
scarrad cabin" "from the battlefield of 
Kencsaw Mountain. 
It is a plain log 


cabin about 20 feet square and was situat- 
ed just behind tho Confederate breast- 
works. It offered a good mark for some 
of Sherman's ballonus and was bored in 
every part witli shells and peppered with 
bullets, but did not take Uro. " There tiro 
over 80 clean holes through its walls made 
by Federal shells, and many hundreds of 
bullets are buried in the. logs. The cabin 
is to be taken down and rebuilt in tho ex- 
position grounds.—New York Sun.
